THE  SIGNIFICANCE  of  Stockholm  as  a  venue  for  the  49th  Congress  of  the 
International  Union  of  Public  Transport  should  not  be  overloolced  Sweden  is 
pioneering  a  public  transport  structure  with  a  unique  legal  framework  designed  to 
promote  competition  without  deregulation  Operating  companies  -  whether 
independent  state  or  county-owned  -  will  be  required  to  bid  for  contracts  to 
provide  services  specified  by  county  authorities.  The  level,  quality  and  scope  of 
public  transport  remains  a  political  responsibility,  and  a  long-term  programme  of 
investment  in  urban  rail  was  agreed  earlier  this  year  by  state,  regional  and  local 
authorities  In  this  issue.  Stockholm  and  Goieborg  both  look  forward  to  significant 
expansion  of  services,  with  business  contracts  keeping  a  tight  rein  on  revenue 

support  While  the  Swedes  are  the  first  to  admit  that  their  model  may  need 
refining,  it  outshines  the  crude  concept  of  unfettered  competition  between  rail  and 
bus  and  permits  integration  between  modes  In  Stockholm  the  twin  objectives  of 
making  public  transport  more  attractive  and  enhancing  the  quality  of  city  life  have 
not  lost  out  to  ideology
